Dear Mr. Thorley:

In review of the above numbered water user claim and
following a field examination of said spring it has been
determined that the diligence claim has been expanded beyond it's
original intent. Diligence Claim 1554 describes 1livestock
watering at a pond located in the NW4SE4 of Section 5, T39S, R10W
SLM and is used supplementally with other sources within the
area.

There is an existing pipeline that now conveys the water to
other areas not defined under the water user claim and this
constitutes an illegal transfer of a water right. Anytime a
change is made to the point of diversion, place of use or nature
of use it must be accomplished by an application for permanent
change.

We would encourage you to review this subject claim and
discontinue use of the transferred water and water right until
proper authorization can be granted. If you have any questions
concerning this matter please contact our office for further
clarification.
